I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Condition,  and  ether  matters  in  oonreotlou  therewith,' 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1943* 


The  District  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  Carmarthen  Rural 
District,  on  the  West  by  the  Haverfordwest  Rural  District,  and  on 
the  North  by  the  Precelly  Range  of  Mountains,  The  District  is  18 
miles  long  by  12  miles  and  occupies  80,240  ac^es, 

The  land  is  mostly  of  a rich  nature,  providing  good  grazing  and 
arable  Quality.  The  whole  is  well  watered  by  rivers  and  streams. 


POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  District  in  mid- 1943  was  10 ,490*  Births 
were  Ibl;  deaths  were  156.  The  social  conditions  generally  are 
favourable 4 The  inhabitants  are  mostly  engaged  in  agricultural 
pursuits.  The  water  supply  is  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and 
quality..

IMMUNISATION  OF 
SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

The  Immunisation  of  children  from  1 year  to  5 years,  and  from 
5 years  to  15  years,  is  being  carried  out  vigorously.  There  is  a 
considerable  difficulty  in  getting  mothers  to  realise  the  importance 
of  Immunisation.  With  the  help  of  the  District  Nurses,  together 
with  appointed  Centres,  the  percentage  of  children  done  is  satisfac- 
tory. During  the  year  1943  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria 
notified  vqs  2.  There  have  been  no  cases  notified  in  children 
immunised;
